¥1T H A T is it that makes the 
v V world move? — the world of I 
men, of events, the wide world of 
history0 What is the most power- j 
fill factor in history? Some say ( 
geography, some say clim ate 
<which is still geography), some I 
« a y g re a t m en, 
so m e say id eas, 
some say the pro­ 
gress of inventions. 
The religious an­ 
swer is strikingly 
^different from all 
.these: it is GOD. 
The reason why 
historians seldom 
mention God (even 
•when they believe Dr. Foreman 
in him) is that they limit them­ 
selves to what can be seen and 
tieard. True, sometimes historians 
are concerned with thoughts, as 
tor instance, 
what were Stalin 
and Roosevelt and Churchill think­ 
ing of at Yalta? But thoughts are 
facts that scientists all admit; 
while God is not the kind of fact 
with which science can deal. So 
“historical science” as it is called 
confines itself deliberately to the 
kind of fact that science describes. 
I?ow God—let it be repeated—is not 
in that class of things at all. He 
ss not a thing, he is not in a class. 
H e works in history, but not in 
the way a man works, still less 
like a force such as that of wind 
•or rainfall or volcanic eruptions. 
God can be seen, but only with 
■“eyes of faith.” He can be known, 
but by no means as simply as 
.your cat be known. God works in 
history, not separately from events 
.and men, but in men and forces. 
As Paul says, God is over all, 
■through all and in all.

According to the Bible, God can 
•work in and by mean of the acts 
•of men who do not know him at 
all. There is a mystery here which 
no writer in the Bible undertakes 
to explain, a mystery which per­ 
haps no human mind is capable 
*of understanding. But the fact is 


believed by men of faith. Take for 
instance the famous king Cyrus, 
Iknown to history outside the Bible 
••as well as inside it. He was one 
o f the great conquerors and ad­ 
ministrators of all time. At a peak 
•of his career he made himself 
.master of what had been the Bab­ 
ylonian Empire. He knew that 
many a temple had been plun­ 
dered and destroyed by the Bab­ 
ylonian kings, and he knew that 
th e many displaced persons from 
a ll the conquered cities where 
ihose temples had been, would be 
ggratcvful for the restoration of 
those temples. So King Cyrus, in 
order “to m ake himself “solid” and 
popular with this mass of subject 
peopler 
.adopted the policy of 
returning'the “gods” of those peo­ 
ples .and authorizing the restora­ 
tion el their temple worship. It 
taxed -to be thought that Cyrus was 
sa worshipper of the Jews’ God, 
tout archaeologists have discovered 
tthe original edict or announcement 
•of Cyrus, explaining what he was 
•doing, and asking that all these 
•gods whose worship he was restor­ 
ing, would pray to Marduk, whom 
Cyrus regarded as the king over 
all the gods, on Cyrus' behalf, 
risaiah says plainly that Cyrus did 
•not know the true God,—but God 
'knew him, and wrought out his 
•purposes through him, ignorant of 
'God though he was. 


People’s Devotion 
f The Bible shows also that God 
•works through the devotion and 
.•service of men who do know him. 
We may doubt whether the proc­ 
lam ation of a Cyrus would have 
•done any good if there had not 
■been men who were eager and 
zready for just such a chance to 
^return to Jerusalem and restore 
Hie worship of the true God. We 
lhave had in American history one 
•of the many other illustrations of 
ithis same point in the freeing of 
th e slaves. The emancipation proc­ 
lam ation of 1863 was not made 
altogether 
from charitable mo­ 
tives. There was a strong political- 
jmilitary purpose in it; the im­ 
m ediate object of the proclama­ 
tion was not to free the slaves 
•everywhere, but to win the war 
and restore the union. Later, when 
.•slavery was abolished by the Con­ 
stitution, the freeing of the slaves 
weUM have done more harm than 
^good if it had not been for the 
devdfeon of men and women of 
both races who made it their life­ 
work to educate and uplift those 
who were like sheep without a 
shepherd. God does work in his­ 
tory; tout he needs the service of 
those who understand his ways 
an d work with him.

Week Chosen 


W atermelon 
Preserves 
First Part 
4 pounds prepared watermelon 
rind 
2 tablespoons lime 
(calcium oxide) 
2 quarts water 
Second Part 
4 quarts water (16 cups) 
4 pounds sugar 
(approximately 8 cups) 
2 lemons thinly sliced 
4 small pieces gingerroot 
(if desired) 


Select thick watermelon rind 
and trim off the outer green 
skin and the pink flesh. 
Cut the rind into V* or I inch 
cubes and weigh. 
Combine lime and water. 
Add the rind to the limo water 
and let stand for I hour to make 
it crisp. 
Drain and place in clear water 
for I hour. 
Drain and boil for I Mi hour* 
in fresh water. Drain again. 
Boil the lemon for 5 minutes 
in one-half cup water. 
Boil remainder (15’4 cups) of 
water, with the sugar for 5 min­ 
utes to make a syrup. 
Add the watermelon rind and 
gingerroot to the syrup. 
Boil for I hour. When the 
syrup thickens, add the lemon 
and the water in which it was 
cooked. 
Continue 
to 
boil 
until 
the 
syrup is somewhat thick and the 
rind is clear. Stir to prevent 
sticking. 
Fill hot sterilized jars three- 
fourths full with the preserved 
fruit. If paraffin is to be used, 
add enough syrup to fill the jar 
to Va inch of the top; otherwise, 
fill to top of jar. 
Seal, label and store.
